in Establishing an Export Control System in Order to Prevent the Proliferation from 
Ukraine of Weapons of Mass Destruction of October 22, 2001, as amended March 26, 
2004, June 27, 2005, and September 12, 2006 (hereinafter referred to as "the 
Agreement") as follows: 

1. In Article IV paragraph 4 of the Agreement, by changing the words "shall 
furnish the U.S. Party" to "shall furnish the U.S. Embassy," and by 
changing the words "provided by the U.S. Party" to "provided by the U.S. 
Party or its authorized Implementing Agents." 

2. In Article V paragraph 2 of the Agreement, by changing the words "forty- 
four million five hundred thousand U.S. dollars" to "fifty-seven million 
five hundred thousand U.S. dollars." 

3. By replacing the words "Ministry of Economy and European Integration 
of Ukraine Issues" in all grammatical cases wherever they occur in the title 
and text with the words "Ministry of Economy of Ukraine" in the 
respective grammatical case. 

This Amendment 4 shall enter into force upon signature by the Parties and 
shall remain in force for the duration of the Agreement.
